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TOPICS OF THE DAY. 

Wuat with the Indian news, the commercial difficulty, and the 
approacbing session, there is no want of topics of public interest at 
present, and we rarely find the world so much excited in such various 
directions, We are just in that phase when, emotion being deep yet 
opinion discordant, we may expect a very warm tone in Parliament, 
and along with this considerable agitation in the country. Let ua, 
therefore, address ourselves—not to any one point (for it would be 
hard to show which of many is most interesting just now), but briefly, 
rapidly, and decidedly, to several, 

When the last Indian mail is considered calmly, it affords good 
grounds for an anxiety, which may reasonably take its turn with the 
pride inspired by our countrymen’s doings, And, first, for Delhi 
iiself. Here nothing could be nobler than the attack. Tbe picture 
of man after man coming up to blow away the Cashmere Gate—each 
ready to go through fire to death as the comrade ahead of him fell— 
is one of the most brilliant we ever remember. Such a town, in fact, 
carried in such a way by so small a force, affords a memorable in- 
stance of British superiority ; and, as we have said before, the fame 
of the deed will fill Asia, But it is painful to reflect that the loss of 
the enemy falls below what we had anticipated—we mean in propor- 
tion to our own loss—and that they got away in such great numbers. 
(his was, no doubt, inevitable, but it opens up a long perspective of 
work to be done. Again, in the matter of the glorious relief of 
Lucknow. Once more, our men have performed wonders—deeds of 
arms, against such overwhelming force, worthy of the old war songs 
of days when men thought nothing noble but war. And, once more, 
after victory, we have grave and serious cause for alarm. The con- 
querors are threatened by immense forces in the very rcenes of their 
tr umphs. Extend the ran,e of observation, and you see danger and 
trouble in Central India, uneasiness of feeling in Bombay, and at 
least one station, Saugor, where precious lives are in peril. The finan- 
cial difficulty at Calcutta ia of course an expression of the general 
difficulty. It is the representative fact of the disorder. In fact, there 
is still a war to come off before all mutineers are disarmed, the coun- 
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try pacified, perfect order restored, and social life healthy again. 
There are limits to what any heroism can do—even a Havelock’s. 
These limits are fixed by the question of material, We cannot expect 
all danger to be over till India has a large British army, and that 
army has mace a campaign of thousands of miles. 

The army is forming, we fear, slowly; aud detesting “ croaking ”’ 
as we do, still we wish we felt easier about the meaus of transport 
and commiseariat ready for it at Calcutta. On this point, we have 
And, has not the sea passage been tardy ? Our 
readers will remember that when reinforcements were first asked for, 
Government insisted that steamers would do the work no quicker 
than sailing vessels, We remarked at the time that this could only 
be trne on the theory that they did not mean that the steamers should 
get fair play.

And, un- 
questionably, a position like that of Lord Canning demands a liberal 
aod sympathetic treatment from the public. For our own parts, we saw 
no signs of very commanding energy about his proceedings from the 
first. Ile seemed to be acquitting himself as respec'ably as could 
fairly be hoped from an average man, who, appointed to power under 
a questionable system, was surprised by a crisis of uncxampled mag- 
He was slow to see the full terror of the coming storm, but 
how many people will venture to say that ¢/jcy fully appreciated it ?

So we confess that we had little to say against the Governor General 
till we fonud him too eager to spare the mutineers, Now, if any- 
thing is clear in the history of the mutiny, it is that wherever there 


has been severity there has been safety. ‘To this system we owed the 
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Panjab, and to the Punjab the means of carrying Delhi. The press 
censorship we thonght it patriotic in journalists to bear quiet/y. 
Bat if the Indian Government is not to be popular with the Euro- 
peans there, half its value must be lost. And this, we fear, is much 
the case in the Bengal Presidency just now, 

The coming winter eession will no doubt give us some hot debates 
on these Indian questions. But the public is more eager about the 
fighting, for the present, than anything, and we feel sure that general 
disquisitions about annexation and the Mogul dynasty will be generally 
felt to be premature. 

A large force is our chief necessity in these days; and criticisms on 
that matter, and on the means of making India pay for it, must take 
precedence of the searching inquiry into administration, &c., which 
will assuredly come in its turn, by and by, We also onght to hear 
soincthing of our relations to foreign Powers, for, surely, all that after- 
dinner declamation and defiznce of the Premier’s the other day cannot 
be mere sound and fury signifying nothing.

We don’t object to a little cheery bragging 
now and then ;—it shows that the country keeps its heart up; but 
Palmerston insinuated causes for being resolute and so on, ina way 
which, we think, demands some formal public notice. 

With so much matter of high and patriotic interest to talk about, 
our new little session ought not to be dull, But there is the ‘“‘ Bank 
Charter Act” and the “drain of gold,” &c., to be discussed like- 
wise; and vast as are the intereats connected with such questions, 
they are questions which the general world beara of with extreme 
impatience.

Major Tombs was in charge of this batters; the |i 
mortars, under Captvin Blunt, Were aficrwards worked front the rear of 
the Custom House. 

During the nights of the 10h and 11th, No. 2 Battery was strengthened, 
armed, and unmasked, and No.3 Battery comphted. This Last was aval: 
in the boldest manner within ISO yards of the Water bastion, behind 
small ruined house in the Castom Honse compound, end under sueh a ire 
of musketry as few batteries have ever been exposed to; t was for six 1s 
pounders, which were to open a second breach in the Water bastion, sud 
was worked by Major Scott. The enemy also went to work that iz 
made an advanced trench parallel to our lett attack, and about 850 vars 
from it, and from which at daybreak trey opened a very hot fire of 
musketry, which was maintained throughoni the rest of the siege 
had previously got some light guus and one heavy gun out into the oye!

OPENING THE ATTACK, 

On the 11th our batteries opened fire, a salvo from the nine 2+ 
pounders opening the ball, and snosing by the way it brought dowa te 
wall in huge frazments, what effee! it might be exoected to produce atter a 
few hours, The Cashmere bastion attempted to reply, but was quickly 
silenced, and both portions of No. 2 went to work in fine style, knoekins 
the bastion and adjacent curtains to pieces. Majors Campbell and Kay, 
Captains Johnson and Gray, had charge of No. 2. No. 3, however, « 
not commence fire till the following day, when the fall power of eur artilley 
was shown, and a continuous roar of fifty guns and mortars pouring sl’ 
and shell on the devoted city, warned the enemy that his and our time lil 
at length come. Nixht and day until the morniog of the Ith was ths 
overwhelming fire continued. Bat the enemy did not let us have it all ov 
own way, Thongh usable to work a yun trom any of the three bast ous 
thac were so fiercely assailed, they yet stuck to Bik guns in the ope, 
which partially enfiladed our position; they got a gun to bear from a hile 
broken open in the Jong curtain wall; they sent rockets irom one ol! ¢ 
martello towers, and they maintained a perfect storm of musketry from (ie! 
advanced trench and froin the city wails. : 

On the night of the 13th the engineers stole down and examined 1 
two breaches near the Cashmere and Weter bastions, and both bein: 
ported practicable, orders for the assault were at once issued, to take pli’ 
at daybreak the following morning.

At four a.m. the different columns fell in, and were marched to their 
respective places, the heads of Nos, 1, 2, and $ columns being kept con- 
cealed until the moment for the actual assault should arrive. The signal 
was to be the advance of the Rifles to the tront to cover the heads of ihe 
columns by skirmishing. 

THE ASSAULT. 

Everything being ready, General Nicholson gave the signal, and the 
lutles dashed to the front with a cheer, extending along and skirmishing 
tie low jungle, which at this point extends to within fifty yards of the 
dich, At the same moment the heads of No, 1 and 2 columns emerged 
irom the Koodsee Bagh, and advanced steadily towards the breae . Our 
batteries had maintained a tremendous fire up to the moment of the ad- 
vance of the troops, and not a gun could the enemy bring to bear ow the 
storming columns; but no sooner did these emerge into the open than a 
perfect huilstorm of bullets met them from the front and both flanks, and 
ollicers and men fell fast on the crest of the glacis, For ten minutes it 
was impossible to get the ladders down into the ditch to ascend the scarp, 
lat the determmation of the British soldier carried all before it, and Pandy 
declined to meet the charge of the British bayonet. With a shout and a 
rush the breaches were both wou, and the enemy fled in confusion, 

And now came the blowing in of the Cashmere Gate—a noble deed, per- 
formed with that calm precision, which, thank God! never deserts » British 
soldier even when he has shaken hands with Lite, and walks in'o Death’s 
very jaws, 

The duty of blowing down thes ate was entrusted to Lieuts, Salkeld and 
Home, of the Engineers, and three sergeants. This little band of heroes, with 
lags of powder on their shoulders, had to advance in broad daylight to the 
gateway in the very teeth of a hot fire of masketry from above, and through 
the geteway and on both flanks. They quietly walked away to do the 
little piece uf business. As they approached, Salkeld got a bullet through his 
arm; one of the sergeants was shot dead, Salkeld stil pashed on with the 
othertwo, There were about twenty muskets, through epertures in the 
sate end loopholes in the wail, directed npon them, In spite of this they 
wade the bsgs fast tothe spikes on the gate, Sulkeld was vow shot throu sh 
the leg and tell; the second sergeant was riddled with balls; the third 
sergeant, Smith, secing that the powder was fairly touched, threw himself 
to the ground, and escaped. The names of the dead sergeants were Car. 
michwel and Burgess. A tremendous explosion now ensued, laying the 
gates in ruins, oa which the third column burst in. Almost every one 
cerrying ladders was knocked over, The breach and gate were forccd, 
and on the restless torrent rushed, uelying all opposition, They gained 
possession of the large builcings in the veiglibourhood, forced their wey 
along the ramparts to the Moree bastion and Cabul gate, in the fuce of a 
very obstinate resistance, though our casualties were severe, ‘The whole 
ine of works, from the Water bastion to the Cabul gate, including the 
Cashmere and Moree gates and bastions, the Kaglist church and co lege, 
were now in our hands. “he enemy, who were intended to have been 
Iriven from all parts simultaneously, in part recovered heart from the mis- 
civenture of the fourth column, and continued to retain the Lahore and 
other bastions, the palace, delim linr, the magazine awd chief part of the 
city, but no attempt wis at any time made by them to recover the im- 
portant line ot works they had Jost. The fourth columa, under Major 
teed, of the Goorkhas, wasineant to. ave cleared the suburbs of Kissengunge, 
‘ad entered the city at once by the Lahore gate ; bat this unhappily proved 
‘failure, through some misappreliension on the part of the Cashniere con- 
‘ingent, who could not be got to advance, It was in advancing beyond the 
Moree bastion, towards the Lahore gate, that Nicholson met the wound 
which caused his lamented death, By this time the enemy began to sce 
‘hat their cause was hopeless, and were hastening in mulitudes from the 
‘own ; we had no means of preventing them escaping by the river or of 
pursuing them beyond it, But our fire was never suffered to be slackened, 

On the 16th the magazine was taken by assault, through a breach on 
‘he college side ot the wall. ‘The enemy had six heavy guns loaded with 
erape facing the entrance, but the rush of our men was too sudden to 
vermit them to be fired. On the morning of the L7th, the Bank house 
‘as captured, giving our guns, for the first time, complete command of the 
‘ridge und palace. The Bank is in the Chanduce Chouk, the priv- 
“ipal street of the city, and immediately fronting the chief entrance to 
‘e palace, the wistance being about 250 to 300 yards from the palace 
walls, The same day the Jamna Musjid was stormed with but little difii- 
ee » ind by this time above 200 pieces of ordnance had fallen into our 
nds, 

Phe Buree bastion, with six guns and one mortar, was captured on the 
Mornin of the 19\h without less, and the following mornisg ‘he Lahore 
vite fell into our lands. The Ajmere gate and outworks around it had 
ceased firing, and were supposed to be deserted. They were ocenpied im- 
‘nediately atierwards without opposition, A heavy mortar fire was mean-

The Camp, which was about a mile in length, was 3,000 yards from Delhi walls.

Post alter post was carried in the course of the day, and on the evening 
of the 20:h the capture of the place was completed by the seizure of the 
palace, 
empty, Tt was occupied next morning, when nearly the whole of their 
wage was found to have been lett behind them. The bridge of boats 
and the river were now under the command of our guns, so we had the 
power to prevent further csevpe in this direction, in which it had hitherto 
beeo nade. A scene of carnage and desolation was presented by the guilty 
and devoted aty, Women with children, rushing about in wild distesetion 
everywhere were protected. The rebels liad stiown no merey : they looked 
for and they met with none. 

On the night o' the 21st of September, the conqueror. General Wilson,

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THE RELIEF OF LUCKNOW. 

On the 25th of September the intrenched Residesey at Lucknow was 
relieved, and its long-imprisoned garrison saved, the relieving force 
crossed the Giages trom Cawnpore on the 19(h, first to ao island n the 
river, and thence by 4 briege of boats cons ructed with great labour by 
Captain Crommelin, o! the Engineers, to the left back. The infantry were 
form diutwo brigades, the first, under Neill, consisting of the 51h Fusi- 
leers, Sth, detacliment of the 64th, and the Madras Fu ileers ; the second, 
under Coonel Hamilton, of the 78h, 90¢h, and Sik’ R giment of Feroze- 
pore, The artillery consisted of three batteries, and there was a small body 
of cavalry, volunteer and irregular, Sir James Outram accompanied the 
loree in his civil capacity only, announcing his intent on to leave the 
command in General HH elo hands, ina chivalrous aod spirited general 
order, The crossing was effected without loss under fire of the 24-pounders, 


the city, But neithes the King nor his sons escaped, 

On the 21st the old King surrendered to C ptain Hodson and his eavalry 
newr the Kootub Minar (lor an engraving representing this place, see 
© [llustrated Times” of August 20), which is about fifteen miles south ot 
Deihi, tHe was accompanied in his captivity as in his flight by his chief 
wife, the B-gum Zeenut Mahal, “the ornament of the palace” The King 
is said to be early ninety years of age, and it was only decent to spare hus | 
life. “Ile is now a prisoner in whit was once his own palace.” 

Two of his sons and a grandson, however, who were captured also by 
Captain Hodson, at the tomb of Humayoon, about five miles from Delhi, 
and who are known to have heen leaders in the rebellion, received the 
reward of their treason, ‘They were shot on the spot, and their bodies 
were taken back to the city and exposed at the Kotwallee or chief police 
otlice, where it is said so many of our countrymen were brutally murdered, 


PURSUIT OF THE ESCAPED REBELS, 

On the morning of the 23rd two strong pursuing columns (one meant 
to have been commanded by General Nicholson, who about this time 
breathed his last) leit Deihi, Tiey consisted each of about 1,600 infantry, 
500 cavalry, three troops of horse artillery, and eighteen guns, One of 
these, under the command of Colovel Greathed, crossed over to the west 
bank of the river, and took the direction of Alleyghur, where it arrived on 
the 20h. On the 27th they overtook the eaemy at B lundshulur (a 
village of which we gave a sketch in the © Tlustrated “imes” of Oct. 24), 
where the Jhansi rebels, with their artillery, with a miscellaneous asseui- 
blage of insurgents, having iaken up a strong position, made a stand. After 
a sharp engegement they were entirely di feated, driven through the towe, 
and pursued beyoud it, ‘hey were scattered in all directions, leaving two 
guns, two ammunition wagons, and a vast number of bullock carts, loaded 
with small arm ammunition, in our hands, About a hundred were left 
dead on the field, and mul itudes of wounded ond dying were seen to be 
carried away with them, Our casualties amounted to about sixty. The 
fort of Malaghur, in front of the advancing force, was at this time oceu- 
pied by the enemy in strength; when about to be proceeded against, on 
the 28th, it was found to have been evacuated, and was taken possession of 
withont resistance. The other column, which left on the same date, moved 
down by the western bank of the river towards Agra, and overtook the 
rebels at Muttra, on the 28th, when they were attacked, and defeated with 
heavy slaughter. 


THE “ BUTCHYR'S BILL.” 

On the day of the asssult, we had 61 otficers and 1,178 men killed and 
wounded, being nearly one-third of the whole number engaged, The Ist 
Fusleers aloue lost nine officers, acd other regimeuts in c'ose proportion, 
Tie Engineers suffered heavily; the three officers conduciing Nos. 1, 2, 
and 4 columns (Lieutenants Medley, Greathed, and Maunsell), were all 
struck down early in the fizht, and of s-venteen officers on du'y that day 
Ten were put hors de combat. Tue loss of the enemy is never likeiy to he 
corree ly ascert ined, put it is provable that at lesst 1,500 men must have

point right uo 'o Lucknow no opposition appears to have been offered to 
the maren of the foree, The enemy fled be ore it as it advanced, throw- 
ing their guns into wells, and even in their panic neglecting to break gown 
the bridge over the river Saye. By the 23rd this bridge was crossed, and 
the army was able to catch the sound of firing at Luckoow, Lmmediatcly 
thei 24-pounders pealed forth a Royal salute to cheer the hear s of their 
comrades, now proving beyond a doubt that they were still holding ou‘, 
From this point our information is meagre. While we are certain that 
the garri-on was relieved on the 25th, the mode in which the relief was 
couveyed is not quite intelligible from the various accounts, Luck- 
now, with the palace and the Besidene?, is on the right bank of the river 
Goomtee, which is the side nearest to Cawnpore. Yet Havelock’s force ap- 
pears to have crossed to the left bank, in which case it must have re- 
crossed alterwards, And perhaps he did do so, for to arrive at the Resi- 
dency by the direct road he would have to carry the enemy’s entrench- 
men's and penetrate the town; whereas by skirting the town and 
crossing the river above or below it he might arrive with cou- 
paratively litle opposition at a point opposite to the Residency, 
and be able to rec.oss to it with little difficulty, Bur how. 
ever it was done, done it was, and on the evening of the 25h the 
Residency was rescved—just in tine, for mmes had been run uader the 
chief works, and were ready for loading. Either in the relief, or in sub- 
sequent operat ons against the enemy’s batteries. a loss of 400 killed and 
wounded was incurred Among the officers in the lormer eategory is, to 
our great regret, Brigadier Neill, who has so uniformly distinguished tim- 
self since landing iu Bengal with the Madras Fusileers. The taest: mes- 
sage which we seem to have trom Cawnpore, states that on the day follow- 
ing that of the relief advances were making upon the city ; that the “right 
quarter” was in our possession, that seven guns had been taken, that the 
enemy were deserting the city by thousands, and that the late King’s sons 
had fled to Fyzaba’. There was a report to the effect that Sir James 
Outram was slightly wouaded, and that the Europeans were going to have 
a great dinner at the Residency, on the 4th of October, to celebrate their 
success. 

Vere is another report that Lucknow was again besieged by the Nena, 
with 50,000 men: it appears to be of French origin, and needs con- 
firmation,

OPERATIONS AT AGRA,

BENARES—BFHAR. 

From Benares we hear of the arrival at that station of Captain Peel 
with his naval brigade, ani. also of the Goorkhas with the treasure from 
Goruckpore, The 920d Highlanders and the Military ‘Train mounted on 
the hors s of tte Sth Madras Cavalry, and equipped like a Light Cavalry 
regiment, left Calcutta for be Upper Provinces in the last week of Sep- 
tember, and must be up in Behar lonz betore this time. Here there has been 
nothing to ewe di-quirt, save in the very vncertuin movewents of the 
mutinied Sth Irregular Cavalry, These nen appear to have got across 
the river Soane near Sisseram, to the eastward of Cihunarshur, and to 
have joined one Ooner Singh, a brother of Koor Singh, and himself a 
marauding leader o! some note. Colonel Fisher, will part of the Madras 
brigade trom Raneegurge, is supposed to have crossed the river on their 
track. Tne Dinapore mu'ineers, with Koor Singh's people, and probably 
the suldiery of the Rajah of Rewah, had, it was feared, got as far up the 
country as Banda, to the westward of Alahabad and north of Bundecund, 
“In connection with them,’ says the Bombay corresponent ot ihe 
imes,” is again brought into notice the detested name of Nena Sainb. 
You may see a report that Nena Sahib was wounded in an encounter 
with Havelock’s force in Oude. But there seems reason io suppose that 
he is not in Oude at all, There are nine or more Rehmouds in the 
field. On the anthority of his own consin, lately arrester 
and a Brahsin friend of that cousin and of himsest, it may, T supe 
pose, be an.ouuced with some certainty that the Neun has se veral .nea in 
various places witn the rebels dressed [ke himsely and besring lis name. 

By information 
which I know to come from Scindia in person at Gwalior, he bas an 
agent at Moovar, the cantonment of that city, endeavouring ‘o incive the 
mutimed contingent—bitherto, as | have betore written, held in check by 
the Maharajab—to join tie rebels at Banda under his leadership. He him- 
self, according to the same authority, is, or at least was thought to be, 
when on the Sh and 6th inst. the information left Gwalior, at Jaloun, 
some seventy miles to the eastward of Sciudia’s capital.

THE KING OF OELHI AND HIS RETINUE, 

Tue old King of Delhi, ere he had taken to sedition, and fallen from 
his comparatively high estate, used, on the occasions of his appearance in 
public, to present a singular pic'ure to an European eye. Prince Solty koff 
thus describes the scene, which he more than once witnessed during his 
stay in the city whose name has now become familiar im every Hoglish 
home.

OwrR engraving, from a sketch by Prinee Sol ykoff, represents one 
the court-yards in the Delhi Palace, “The singular-looking carriage 
which is so prominent an oljct in the pietare, is one used by the 
lades of the harem. The palace of the King was ali thet remained 
to the deseendants of the Great Mogul—and this now lost to 
them. Beyond its walls thes had no move power than the hawblest 
ol their menials; but within the walls the authority of the King was ab- 
solute over some fifteen hundred pet-ons, the greater number of woom on- 
sisted of the bazaar or market people, for within the preeincts of the palace 
the King bas at various Umes erected a considerable bazarr. The walls 
round the palace are built of red granite, and like some of the edifices 
which adorn Lucknow, remind the traveller of the Kremlin at Moscow 
which, according to Prince Soltykoif, is scarcely so fine, though larger, :

InpIaAn GOVERNMENT ExerNses.—An American journal remarks, “In no 
other part of the world are public functionaries so well paid as in Ludia, Phe 
Governor-General receives an annual salary of £25,000, vith allowances for extr. 
expenses ‘which in 1850 amounted to the large sum of £45,000. His members of 
conne! receive £9 600 each annually. The Governors of Madras and Bombay 
receive £212,000 per annum each, and the m-mbers of the cvuncil £6,000 each. 
The Puisue Judge of India receives $3,847 rupees. (The Company’s rupee 
is equivalent 10 28.) There are also thirty jndges, who each receive from 30,000 
up to 52,000 rupees each; and there are a large number of civil officers who re- 
ceive from 5,000 to 8,000, up to 12.000 and 15,000 rupees. The Bishop of Caleutia 
receives a salary of about 25,000 dollars per annua, besides an allowance of 
£1,200 per annum for extra expenses. The Bishops of Bombay and Madras 
receive £2,500 each, besides a pension of £800 each, and £700 for fees and (he 

Surgeons receive salaries varying from 1,500 up to 
10,000 dollars a year.”

Che founder of the family of the 
King of Delhi bore the name of Akbar, 
aud by his energy and wisdom raised 
the empire over which he ruled to a 
proud position. His grandson, Aurung- 
zebe, after slaying his three brothers, 
succeeded to the throne. Alter him 
came Jehander Shah, who was killed by 
his nephew, Ferokh-siar. This nephew 
of course seized upon the throne, and in 
course of time had tus eyes put out by the 
women of his harem,and was subsequently 
mardered under circumstances of peculiar 
atrocity. His cousin, who succeeded 
him, died by poison, and the brother of 
this latter sovereign perished by the same 
means a few days after his accession, 
Nassir-udden, the next occupant of the 
throne, had to encounter the terrible 
Nadir Shah in 1739, who, after vanquish- 
ing the sovereign, slaughtered the in- 
habitants of the city, and finally carried 
off the famous Peacock’s throne. In 1771 
Shah Allum entered Delhi and assumed 
the sovereignty. Seventeen years later, 
Ghulam Nadir, a Rohilla chef, who had 
acquired considerable influence in Delhi, 
and tyrannised over the King, having heard 
that Shah Allum had applied to Scindia 
for assistance, entered the palace of the 
Great Mogul, and put out his eyes with a 
dagger. His grandson, the present King, 
happened to be in the apartment at 
the time. The old King was then about 
sixty-five years of age, and had nomi- 
nally reigned about twenty-nine years. 
Ghulam Nadir had but a short triumph, 
for he was soon afterwards put to 
death. We now approach the period 
of the siege of Delhi by General, after- 
wards Lord Lake, in 1803, After hav- 
ing routed the Mahrattas, he entered the 
city, and placed the Great Mogul under 
the protection of the East India Com- 
oi During the following year, Hol- 
kar, a Mahratta chieftain, laid siege to 
Delhi, which was at that time defended 
by Colonel Burn, with such success, that 
Holkar was obliged to retreat. Shah Allum 
died in 1806, when he was succeeded by 
his son Akbar, who, dying in 1837, at the 
age of eighty, the present King ascended 
the throne. 

The prestige of the Great Mogu 
throughout India continued long after he 
became a pensioner of the East India 
Company; and it became necessary for 
the British Government to exercise their 
control and authority in the person of a

Tue outlying pickets of our Delhi army, before the assault upon the 
city, are illustrated in the accompanyivg engraving, froma sketch taken on 
the spot, T'he correspondent to whom we are indebted for it says that “the 
pickets were pretty well protected some time before the assault; but at 


first we were awfully exposed; the Pandies sent round shot wherever a 


figure was seen. We have some Crimean officers here who say that the 
work there was a farce to this. Here it was incessant hard work, day 
and night, always in range of the enemy’s fire, constantly harassed by 
attacks, and suffering from a broiling sun.” Now, however, that is all 
over—at least for the present. Good quarters in Delhi palaces have fallen

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of the siege, to face the perils of the assault, and to survive the slaughte 
with which the city was regained,

THE THEATRE. ; 
THERE was one Sunday among the days which were devoted to the Impe- 
rial Conlerences at Stuttgard, but it brought no retirement to the Emperors 
or to the Emperor-gazers, Each potentate went to church with ceremonies 
which combined Imperial state with individual res ectability, and in the 
evening they both went tothe theatre. The performance was Bulfe’s “* Bohe- 
mian Gir!”—1n consideration, we suppose, sor the feelings of our country- 
nen, who were otherwise unrepresented at the august Conferences. The 
opera was sung very well, and taben for all in all, due honour was done to 
Mr, Balte’s composition. 

At those theatres on the Continent which are the property of 
the Crown, the only persons allowed to witness the gala performances on 
specially festive occasions are admitted to them by the tacit: permission or 
the special invitation of the King, or his Chamberlains acting for him. 
On such nights the Court theatres present an unusually brilliant sight, 
and this was particularly the case with the Stuttgard Theatre on the pre- 
sent occasion. 

The first few rows of the pit were devoted to military officers, the next two 
or three behind to the higher civil officers of the Government, then those 
that followed to the specially invited, and last of all came the merely per- 
mitted visitors, while every inch of standing room all round and in the 
orchestra was densely occupied. ‘The first tier of boxes was devoted almost 
exclusively to ladies in every variety of the most brilliant costume, a pro- 
fusion of jewels sparkling on the bust, arms and headdress of each ; while 
the only wembers of the ugly sex permitted to disfigure this rich display 
of colour and form were Princes nearly allied to Royalty, the Ministers of 
State, the corps diplomatique, the noblemen of the suites of the Emperors 
Alexander aud Louis Napoleon, the Queens of Greece and of the Nether- 
lands, and the highest functionaries ot the Court of Stuttgard. 

The King of Wurtemberg entered the royal box first, and was greeted 
Ly his loyal people with a hoch / so long und loud that it promised to be 
the only entertamment of the evening. liowever, even loyulty subsides at 
last; and as the King retired from the front of the box, his royal friends 
and visitors took their places, exactly as represented in our engraving ; 
which has the merit of giving seven portraits in one piclure, 

The Empress of Russia and the Queen of Greece occupied the centre, 
the Empress being on the right (7. ¢.. the spectator’s left). To the lett of 
the Queen of Greece sat the Emperor of Russia, and to his leit the Queen 
of Wartemberg. To the right of the Empress of Russia sat the Emperor 
Napoleon, and to his right again the 


removed behind this front line, the King of Wurtemberg took his seat be- 
tween the Emperor Napoleon and the Empress of Russia. 

At the conclusion of the first act, the Emperor and Empress of Russia 
left the house with their sister, the Grand Ducness of Olga, and her husband, 
the Crown Prince ; the rest of the party, however, remained till the end. 

During the first act, the two Emperors gave evident signs of being cx- 
cessively {atigued, heated, and bored ; but perlaps it 18 not worth while to 
look for any deeper reason for that appearance, and the Emperor of Russia’s

After the maenee and Empress of Russia had left, the feeling seemed to | 


be less languid and the conversation more enimated, till the curtain was 
down, and all went home. 


A SCENE AT THE CHALONS CAMP. 

We do not say that the French soldiery are inferior to our own in actual 
warfare ; and certainly it is impossible to deny that they are more consis- 
tently actuated by the military idea. ‘There is a soldierly picturesqueness 
in all their dealings, which prepares the spectator in a French camp 
to believe anything he may yet have to hear of their gallantry. ‘The Em- 
peror visits the tents of his Zonaves, who after entertaining him with some 
tableaux vivants illustrative of Algerian manners, seize their lanterns, 
and, like faithful Bedouins, escort their chiet to his tent. When the 
Empress was at the camp she honoured the theatre there established 
with a visit. The soldiers, lighting torches, escorted her Majesty; and 
very striking was the effect, as, later in the night, the troops marched 
back to their quarters, amid the beating of drums, and in the uncertain 
glare of the torches. This scene our readers may behold translated to 
paper in the preceding page. 


THE OPERA BUFFA AT THE ST. JAMES'S THEATRE. 

Wun we were spevking last week of the general novelty of the musical 
entertainments at the St. James’s Theatre, we were unaware that we should 
soon have tochronicle the production and entire success of an opera which 
had never been heard in this country at all, and which was only brought 
out in Italy about four or four and a half years since. “Crispino e 
Comare” (Crispin and the Fairy) is the title of a work by the brothers 
Ricci (Giorgio, the composer of “ Scaramuccia,” and Federico), which was 
played tor the firsttime at Milan in the spring of 1853. After Verdi, Giorgio 
Ricci is the most popular composer of the day m Taly ; but while Verdi 
has only written one comic opera, “ Stifellio,” which we can scarcely be- 
lieve to be very comic, Ricci is known altogether as the author of Tight, 
sparkling operettas, 

The plot of “Crispin and the Fairy” is simple and somewhat intelli- 
gible—that is to say, we can understand what the plot means, but we cannot 


understand what the author meant when he constructed it, Crispin is an | 


honest cobbler, hard-working, and hard-up, So far he resembles the cob- 
bler of the “Devil to Pay.” But he also resembles that hero in another re- 
spect—he has a very pretty wife, This charming personage, named Annetta, 
goes about singing and selling songs; avd if the songs she had to sell 
had been the same as those she has to sing, we cannot believe she would 
have fallen into a state of distress, Probably the airs she offered for 
sale were known to have been composed by Fioravanti (of “Columella” 
celebrity); but however this may have been, it is quite certain that no one 
would buy them. 

At the same time misfortunes befel the cobbler. He was not an idle 
man, and perhaps it was the very fact of his working so hard that caused his 
ruin; for he may have mended the shoes evtrusted to him so thoroughly 


that they never required mending again. At all events the cobbler and | 


his wife were Jost as regarded their worldly prospects, when sucdenly a fairy 
(a dark, dismal fairy, dressed like a nun or a sister of charity) appeared to 


Crispino and offered him a purse of money, ‘The cobbler accepts the purse, | 
sings a very lively duet with his wife, and in the next act we find | 


(from an inseription placed by the obliging dramatist over Crispino’s 
house) that he has raised Limse f to the position of a doctor, He does not 
appear to have qualified himself scientifically for his new profession, for 
when a patient is brought to him he can think of nothing batter than to 
dose hin self with brandy, At last Doetor Crispin is brought into contact, 
and therefore into conflict, with another doctor, one Fabrizio, who has 
exercised the right of poisoning with impunity from his youth upwards. 
Thereupon Crispino and Fabrizio sing a duet, which 1s not only one of the 
hest morceaux in the opera, but one of the best pices of comic musie ever 
written, Fabrizio reproaches Crispino, verbally and pantomimieally, with 
having formerly been a cobbler, while Crispino retorts by telling and show- 
ing how the great Fabrizio once confined himself to the spreading of unguents 
and the pounding of drags, The music of this duet is very lively and very 
effective, and Signor di Giorgi sang and acted his portion of it admirably. 

Ultimately the cobbler mishekaves himself, and the fairy takes him away 
to some very terrible place, from which he afterwards returns a wiser aud 
a better man, It then turns out that the jatter portion of the piece has 
been a vision of Crispino’s, which is all very well; but that the former por- 
tion is to be accepte by the audience as having actually occurred, which 
is exceedingly ridiculous. 

However, do not let us find fault with an opera so gay, so sparkling, and 
so pretty, as “ Crspino e Comare.” The brothers Ricci have produced a 
very brilliant, though a very unpretending work ; and if we were to attempt 
to enumera’e the attractive morceaus it contains, after naming the afore- 
said duet, the sestet at the end of the second act (which, like the duet, was 
enchored), the cobbler’s solo, and Annetta’s first air in the opening seene. 
we should not have mentioned a quarter of the very pleasing, well-written 
pieces in which “ Crispino” abounds.

LAW AND CRIME. 


Mason Laurie, once an officer in the Earl of Cardigan’s regiment, the 
11th Hussars, was appointed by his Lordship agent for the management 
of his estates in England, during a ig of the Crimean campaign. A 
disagreement took place, and the Major resigned the agency, and subse- 
quently brought an action for compensation for his services,and dimissal with- 
out proper notice, ‘The widow of a Mr. Hayward was called upon by his 
Lordship’s solicitors, to produce as evidence in the action certain core 
respondence between her late husband and Major Laurie. The Major 
heard of this, and at once wrote to the Eorl, with an intimation that such 
a proceeding, with respect to private and confidendial letters, was unjusti- 
tinble, and a breach of good faith ; adding, moreover, that the same course, 
if persisted in, was opeu to himself, in self-justification, with respect to let- 
ters from his Lordship. In these letters, the conduct at least if not the 
character of some of his Lordship’s brother officers appears to have been 
commented upon, a fact which might probably have rendered their produc- 
tion unpleasant to the writer. Lord Cardigan replied repudiating any de- 
sire on his part to require the production of confidential correspondence, and 


protesting against the publication of private letters from himself, uncon- | sie remains twelve months, when Mr, John Blair Wills is requested 


nected with the point at issue. Major Laurie rejoined, expressing his in- 
tention of keeping good faith so long as good faith was kept with himself ; 
and there, smong gentlemen of honour and position, the question asto the 
letters might have been supposed to be at an end. But the Earl availed 
| himself of the position assumed by the Major in the first instance (a posi- 
tion which after all appears to have been merely defensive, and may even have 
been necessary and useful), to take an advantage which can scarcely be consi- 
dered other than mean and malicious. He represented to Colonel Shirley, at 
| the United Service Club, that the Major had threatened to publish 
| private and confidential letters, withholding at the same time not only the 
| circumstances under which the alleged threat was made, but the tenor cf 
| the subsequent correspondence. ‘The result was, that the Colonel declined 
| to meet the Major as a gentleman, until the Major explained the facts, 
| when the evil impression caused by his Lordship’s purtial statement was of 
course removed, Not wise enough to take a lesson from his defeat, the 
Earl of Cardigan applied to a tribunal far less likely to be imposed upon 
| in such a matter than the entire United Service Ciub, and appealed to the 
Court of Chancery. This Court, as all our readers perhaps may not know, 
has the power to restrain by injunction the publication, for private ends, 
of seereis acquired in confidence and likely to affect the character of indi- 
viduals, For such an injunction the Karl applied upon affidavits, dis- 
closing as much of the case as had previously been laid open by himself to 
the Colonel, and upon this partial disclosure the Court granted the in- 
| junction, The course open to Major Laurie was to dissolve this injunction 
| by full evidence of the whole facts connected with the supposed threat, and 
| this course the Major adopted. The old popular idea of lawyers in general, 
and Chancery lawyers in particular, was perhaps never more strongly con- 
travened than in the delivery of judgment in this case by Sir William Page 
Wood, The public reir convincing demonstration that in an Koglish 
court of law, and from beneath the judicial wig and ermine, a sense of honour 
and of the proprieties due from an tnglish gentleman, may be displayed in at 
least as high a degree us from under the scarlet and gold oF the llth 
Hussars and the robe of an aristocratic hereditary legislator, His Honour 
the Vice-Chancellor delivered to his Lordship, the Crimean hero, one of 
the most terrible castications which even that hero, not altogether unused 
to “slatings” of one kind and another, ever experienced. The “ Times,” 
a day or two after, followed in his Honours wake, but even the sarcasms 
of the “Thunderer” ‘ell far short of the temperate warmth of the judicial 
rebuke of Sir William Page Wood, It is probable that his Lordship heeded 
both equally and neither much, having possibly become by this time some- 
what pachydermatous or thick-skinned, as certain animals do from over- 
thrashing. But he will scarcely fail to perceive the more practical bearing 
of his repulse, namely, that his injunction is dissolved, and that he has 
been adjudged to pay the costs upon both sides. 

The miserable man Davis was executed on Monday, in pursuance of his 
sentence, for the murder of Lis wife, Our remarks upon the subj ct io 
last week’s column were borne out in so far as no particular eflort appears

| met by a pious joke from the Newgate ordinary—a joke which, although 
no doubt at once witty and theological, we would prefer not to transplant 
| from the congenial columns of the “ Morning Advertiser.” As a matter 
| of ex; ediency, it may be as well that a sot, with a tendency to lunacy and 
| murder, shouid be hanged out of the way ; but if it be admitted that the ad- 
| ministration of the law has any higher object or end, we are at a loss to 
| conceive upon what ground the strangulation of a maniacul drunkard can 
be defended. 

An ill-conditioned lad of sixteen, with a morbid tendency {o cruelty, was 
walking by the side of the Surrey Canal, and was there struck by the for- 
tuitous coincidence of a younger lad, aged only seven, also walking along 
the same bank, Whathout any further provocation than that afforded by 
the younger boy’s smaller size aud strength, the lad of sixteen seized the 
other and flung him into the deep water of the canal. A woman passing 
recognised the aggressor, and knowing him to bea good swimmer, implored 
| him to save the other’s life. Ile refused, and ran off to the house where 
lived the mother of his intended victim, and told her that her boy was 
drowned. ‘The boy was however dragged insensible from the water, 
by a man who happily chanced to pass that way. These facts were 
| proved before Mr. Elliott, the magistrate of the Lambeth 
| Police-court, to which the precocious young homicide was taken 
into custody. One would imngine that either the prisoner would 
have been treated as en ordinary offender, charged with an attempt 
at murder, or sent off, as a boy of criminal tendencies, to some 
institution where his character might have been amended. But ano- 
ther and most incomprehensible course was adopted, ‘The boy was sen- 
, tenced to be imprisoned for two months with hurd labour, in case he should 
| not be able to produce a fine oi five pounds! What on earth could be the 
use of fining the young blackguard five pounds, Mr. Elliott perhaps 
knows. If paid at ail, is could only have been raised by his friends, who 
might, perhaps, have been expected to thrash him, in revenge for the ex- 
pense—a punishment, from its vicariousness and remoteness, scarcely con- 
sonant with the on, of a penal code. On the other hand, it amounts 
| toa notification that if the prisoner had been a wealthy boy, with a posket 
| fuil of sovereigns, he might have enjoyed the sport of an attempted and 
almost complete murcer, with no punishment beyond the simple outlay, 


EXECUTION OF DAVIS. 

Tuomas Ropert Davis, a carpenter, was executed before Newgate Jail on 
Monday morning, for the murder of his wife. The wretched man went, with his 
| wife, to Camberwell on the 6th of October last to meet some friends, They 

crank freely ; and returning home to their lodgings at Islingion, quarrelled, 
Soon the wife was seeu rrshing from the house, calling “ Murder!” She vot 
| into the street, fell into the arms of a friend, and died. Davis had cut her 
| throat, and was captured with a bloody razor in his hand. He was tried at the 
last session of the Central Criminal Court, and was sentenced to death, 

Davis declared wp to the time of his death that he was “ innocent of the know. 
| ledge of the act;” that he was not conscious of what he had dove till some 

hours after—a thing quite to be understood. He seems to have met his punish- 

ment hardily—desiring the executioner to perform his duty quickly, as he did 

not want to be kept standing to be gazed at by the mob. While proceediug to 

the place of execution, he said with great eagerness, “ | wish I was going to die 
at the hands of twelve of her Majesty’s Foot Guards, and not in the way Lam going 
to die—it is the death of a dog and not the death of a Christian.” Nevertheless, 
| he walked steadily to the gallows, bowed tothe crowd, and was dead five minutes 
after. Davis is what is calied a “ fancy carpenter,” and was a very skilful man,
